Every silver dollar now in circulation 


is as good as every other dollar. Those 
who made them so want to keep them 
that way. Those who want free coinage 
of silver want a depreciated currency 
that will retire our gold and disarrange 
our entire financial system. 


Springer's Dilemma. 


Springer can not be re-elected unless 


he can fool the people. This he is try- 
ing to do with an energy and a reckless- 
ness that is amazing. In addition to 
the foolish and indefensible position he 
has assumed in relation to free coal, to 
deceive the miners, against whose inter- 
ests he knows he voted when he voted 
for free coal, he tells the farmers in his 
district that they are getting more per 
acre for their crops than for years, and 
assumes that that is evidence of an ad- 
vantage gained by'having him and his 
party in power. 


This assumption is just as ridiculous

It is lower than it was when the 
Democrats were in power in the fifties 
and had the business of the country 
prostrated as it is now.

Simply 
because there has been a general crop 
of wheat while corn and oats outside of 
some localities has been a failure which 
of course is beneficial to farmers who 
are blessed with good oats and corn 
crops.

The average price of wheat 
in the United States that year was 83 
cents a bushel. Tnat was a Republican 
year.

In 1892 the crop in this country was 


515,949,000 bushels and the world's crop 
was 2,392,727,000 bushels. The average 
price in the United States was 80 cents 
a bushel. That was also a Republican 
year. 


In 1893 the crop in this country was 


only 396,132,000 bushels. One-third less 
than the crop of 1891 and on-fourth less 
than the crop of 1892. The world's crop 
of wheat in 1893 was about the some as 
in 1891, or 2,359,636,000, but the average 
price realized by the American farmer was 
less than 52 cents a bushel. That was a 
Democratic year. 
These figures are all 


from the report of the Democratic secre- 
tary of the treasury. 


This year the crop of wheat is abou 


the same in the United States as in 1892, 
and the world's crop is estimated at 
about the same as in 1893, but the aver 
age price of wheat in the United States 
is only about 46 cents. This is a Demo- 
cratic year.

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The Only PUnct Which Thin P«opl» Had 
Utacoverrd. 


The only planet which the Incas had 


discovered was Venus, which they 
called the hairy, on account of the 
brightness of its rays.

Motive Power From «unbo«m». 


Prof. George M. Minchin, the En- 


glish astronomer, recently made the 
announcement that by the use of 
photo-electric cells, consisting of two 
metals immersed in a liquid hydro- 
carbon, affixed to a telescope m the 
place of the eyepiece, he had obtained 
a measurable electromotive force by 
exposure to starlight alone. The light 
of Venus gave a force of about one- 
tenth volt, and that of .Serius one-fif- 
teenth volt. The purpose of the ex- 
periment was mainly to ascertain with 
greater certainty, by a most delicate 
test, the relative brightness of stars.—

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Carl Browne, the 


leader of the ''hoboes," who succeeded 
Gen. Coxey as commander of the in- 
dustrial army, and who was arrested 
on Saturday on Wall street, was dis- 
charged by Justice Eyan in the Tombs 
police court yesterday. Detective Ser- 
geant Rogers, of the central office, 
charged Browne with * "obstructing 
Wall street, causing a crowd to collect 
in said street, and refusing to go away 
when ordered." 
Browne's followers stood on the steps 


while the fate of their chief was being 
decided. They were not permitted to 
enter the court room, and so missed the 
general's oration.

Motive Power From Snnboanm. 


Prof. George M. Minchin, the En- 


glish astronomer, recently made the 
announcement that by the use of 
photo-electric cells, consisting of two 
metals immersed in a liquid hydro- 
carbon, affixed to a telescope in the 
place of the eyepiece, he had obtained 
a measurable electromotive force by 
exposure to starlight alone. The light 
of Venus gave a force of about one- 
tenth volt, and that of -Serius one-fif- 
teenth volt. The purpose of the ex- 
periment was mainly to ascertain with 
greater certainty, by a most delicate 
test, the relative brightness of stars.—

In all ages people have been competed 


to communicate with each other. At 
a very early period of the world's exist- 
ence some material on which to in- 
scribe any information which *ney 
\vished to convey to others was found 
necessary- Verbal messages, though 
often employed by ancient nations, as 
a means of communication, were not 
always possible to use. Secrets had 
often to be transmitted, and it was a 
severe final of a bearer's fidelity to in- 
trust him with private affairs. Many 
tales are related in history and in le- 
gends of trusty messengers who yield- 
ed up their lives rather than make 
known the secret, which no torture 
could drag from their lips. Still fail- 
fcres were not uncommon, and human 
ingenuity set to work to invent some 
material on which to inscribe signs 
which could be understood at a dis- 
tance. 
. 
, 
As people grew more civilized, a de- 


mand arose for some material on which 
records and histories might be written 
and handed down to posterity, btones 
were probably the earliest form ol 
writine material. Even at the present 
day in many parts of the world stones 
are found bearing inscriptions. 
It 


would seem that among the earlier 
races of mankind any records o± great 
importance was generally engraved 
upon stone, as being the more likely 
to be permanent. The same feeling 
maybe traced in the present genera- 
tion, the inscriptions on tombs, foun- 
dation stones of public buildings and 
monuments.

Its weight, however, 


was against it. Tablets of wood, 
wax 
and 
ivory, skins 
of fishes, 


intestines of serpents, were all em- 
ployed as substitutes, and were found 
to combine the requirements of porta- 
bility, durability and facility of re- 
ceiving writing. 
. 
The bark of trees when once tried 


was found to be superior to most of the 
other materials, and it was employed 
largelv till the introduction of paper. 
There'are but few kinds of plants or 
trees which have not been used in the 
manufacture of books and paper, and 
the various terms employed by the 
classic authors denote the several parts 
which were written on, such as biblos, 
codex, leher, tabula and others. • 


Of paper proper itself, it is perhaps 


needless to remind our readers that 
the name is derived from the papyrus, 
a reed growing on the banks of the 
Nile.

and pressure was then applied for a 
certain number of hours. Thus, a 
sheet of paper was formed which re- 
quired no other finishing than rubbing 
and polishing with a smooth stone, or 
with a solid.glass hemisphere, and dry- 
ing in the sun. 
This simple process was rather a 


preparation of a natural paper than a 
manufacture. The process adopted by 
the Chinese comes, as already remark- 
ed, more legitimately under that head. 


The small branches of a tree resem- 


bling a mulberry tree are cut by them 
in lengths of about three feet, and 
boiled in an alkaline lye, for the sake 
of loosening the inner rind or bark, 
which is then peeled off and dried for 
use When a sufficient quantity ol 
bark has been thus laic- up, it is again 
softened in water for three or four 
days, and the outer parts are scraped 
off as useless; the rest is boiled in clear

lye, which is kept strongly agitated 
all the time, until the tark has become 
tender and separated into distinct 
fibers. It is then placed in a pan or 
sieve and washed in a running stream, 
being at the same time worked with 
the hands until it becomes a delicate 
and soft pulp. 
For the finer sorts of paper, the pulp 


receives a second washing in a linen 
bag. It is then spread out on a smooth 
table and beaten with a wooden mallet 
until it is extremely fine. So far the 
manufacture is vpry much like what is 
carried on by the paper-makers of tne 
present day, they having the advan- 
tage of better materials than the bark 
of trees, and machinery now performs 
all the laborious washing and pulping 
processes 


The ingenuity of the Chinese in in- 


venting so complicated a process is far 
superior to that of the Egyptians. The 
process related above of making paper 
from the papyrus is so simple and ob- 
vious that the inventor most probably 
made as good paper by his method as 
any succeeding workman, the simplici- 
ty of the process hardly permitting of 
further improvements beyond such as 
arise from practice. Par otherwise was 
the Chinese; their manufactures must 
have been the growth ot years, each 
succeeding generation improving upon 
the crude attempts of their predeces- 
sors until the ingenious P™0*****™ 
was complete.
